Iu the precelling Report it was observed, that the circulation of the year had 
fallen off about ,6100,000 from the amount of the circulation of 1848, and was, 
in fact reduced to about one-third of the circulation of 1845. In the present 
ivcr. 1 ’.',50 it Trill be seen that the circulation is more than that ot 1849 by the 
i um , ,f 1-13,800, while the Capital of 1850 is less by £0,686 than that of 1849. 
Hut it must be remarked, that the Capital stated in the Annual Accounts, 
ami hi this Report, is not the actual working Capital, but the whole amount, 
free oi- borrowed, for which each Society is accountable. 

Without indulging in any extravagant expectations of prosperity for these 
Institutions, there are data for the conclusion— that the depressing influences 
of the times have affected them less seriously in the past year than m any 
former one since the Famine Year of 1S45, notwithstanding complaints ot the 
results of extensive Emigration in 1850 are almost as frequent as those oi 
the effects of Famine in former Tears. There are grounds m the operations ol 
the past year for believing that tile system begins to work better— that more 
supervision has been given by Managers-less opportunities for fraud have 
existed — greater circumspection in making Loans has been shown and lastly, 
it is generally observed, the people manifest a strong desire to meet their 
encasements ; and some have even voluntarily done so, who had emigrated to 
America penniless, in 1846 and 1S47, and having subsequently returned home, 
‘with some means, had discharged Loan Fund Debts of a long standing. 

Thom* the Gross Profits derived fi-om Discount, Fines, Oaids, and 
Application Papers, in the year 1850, are less than those of 1840 by the sum of 
m the Net Profits, which consist of the balance of the gross income, after 
~m* all expenditure, and deducting all losses on the years operations, exceed 
tWp'nt' the vpfir 1849 by the amount of £1,110. . , „ , 

Yet. the number of Societies were 28 less in 1850 ttan they were in 1849, 
while the number of Loans of 1850 exceeded those of 1849 by 13^62. _ 

The amount of Fines in 1850 was less by ihe sum of £789 than it was m 
1819— a l-esnlt, to the accomplishment of which the effons of the Board have 

^Thfam^mt^p^priated to charitable purposes, m 1850, fall short of those 
of the grants of 1849 by £380 ; while the amount in Treasurers hands, m 1849, 
exceeded that of 1850 by £*2,900.
